Meeting slated 
on Ocean Ave. 
improvements

The Ocean Avenue Improvement Committee which spawned a set of controver­ 
sial proposed additions to Ocean Avenue w ill reconvene at a public meeting 
Wednesday at 1 p.m. in Lompoc City Hall. 
A city release today said Lompoc Mayor Charlotte Benton and City Councilman 
Joe Valencia — co-chairman of the committee — announced the meeting to 
review alternative improvement plans for the main city thoroughfare. 
City Council last Tuesday approved a package of additions the committee 
proposed to be included with a state repavement project for the m ajority of Ocean 
Avenue. 
The additions included previously approved parking elimination from A to F 
streets, narrow medians from G to H streets and H to I streets, four landscaped 
medians to extend across the B, F, J and N street intersections and striped left- 
tum lanes for intersections without medians. 
The committee recommendations were rushed through council in a resolution 
in time to be considered in plans the state is drawing up for the resurfacing 
project scheduled to start late next year. 
The state had asked for any proposed additions to be submitted by Dec. 1 ac­ 
cording to Assistant to the City Administrator Rocky Fluhart, but granted Lom­ 
poc and “ absolute latest” deadline of Dec. 7, the day after the council meeting. 
Although the city approved including the additions in the state project, Caltrans 
has yet to issue an affirm ative. Without state approval the proposed additions can­ 
not be included. 
I^ast week, however, city officials were bombarded with complaints from Ocean 
Avenue businessmen claiming they knew nothing about the pending action. 
The businessmen were prim arily opposed to the four intersection-blocking me­ 
dians which they feared would stifle business and devalue property. 
Valencia admitted there was a misunderstanding and word of the committee’s 
proposal never reached many Ocean Avenue merchants. 
“ The real problem of the whole thing,” said Valencia last week, “ is that we 
didn’t notify people we were considering modifications. 
“ We all thought we had done it, but we hadn’t.” 
To cool tempers and remedy the situation, the city scheduled a public hearing to 
discuss the additions for the next council meeting, Dec. 20. At that time modifica­ 
tions may be approved to be sent to the state 
Fluhart explained why the controversial medians were included in the proposed 
additions. 
"There’s an unusual number of streets and intersections for a main 
thoroughfare like Ocean Avenue,” Fluhart said 
The main city artery also has unusually short blocks — 300 feet — noted Fluhart. 
The four medians in question all relate to and set up left turn pockets for signals at 
A. O. G and I streets. 
Since the council approval, one of the intersection-blocking medians has been 
discovered to block a city truck route which turns at F Street. 
Besides Benton and Valencia, the 10-member Ocean Avenue committee ap­ 
pointed by City Administrator Gene Wahlers included Karl Braun of Braun’s 
Pharmacy, 101 South H St., Stephanie Bullock of the city Beautification Commis­ 
sion. B ill Pick of the Planning Commission, Dr. Robert Lusby whose dentist office 
is at 619 E . Ocean Ave., Tom Green of TG Realty, 621 E. Ocean Ave., Winston 
Scarborough of Winston’s Valley Pedaler, 223 W. Ocean Ave., Val Orona, owner- 
manager of E l Zarape Cafe, 321 W Ocean Ave. and Rennie Adam, associate 
publisher of the Record, 115 North H St. 
The committee voted six to one in favor of the proposed additions with Val 
Orona opposed and Lusby, Adam and Scarborough absent.

Vance goes to Amman

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance arrived 
in Amman today for talks with King Hus­ 
sein and said he hopes his Middle East 
shuttle w ill "help the momentum’’ 
toward an Arab-Israeli peace settle­ 
ment. 
U.S. officials told reporters travelling 
with Vance the Carter administration 
believes there is a good chance Jordan 
w ill join talks with Israel, even though 
Hussein has so far held back for fear of 
widening the Arab rift on the issue. 
Speaking to reporters at Amman air­ 
port, Vance said that in his meeting with 


the Hussein at his palace south of the 
capital this afternoon “ we w ill see what 
we can do to help the momentum toward 
a comprehensive settlement in the Mid­ 
dle East.” 
He said Hussein was a “ true and 
valued friend” whose counsel “ at this 
particular time is very important, and 
valuable.” 
The secretary of state, who spent the 
weekend in Cairo and Jerusalem , is also 
going to Syria, Lebanon and Saudi Arabia 
to spur Arab support for the preparatory 
peace talks beginning Wednesday in 
Cairo. 


In Damascus, the official Syrian Arab 
news agency said the nation’s leaders 
w ill refuse to see Vance if he tries to give 
them a message from Israel. 
‘‘The governm ent of Is ra e l is 
dedicated to the cause of peace and is 
working energetically toward that goal,” 
Vance said on departure at 3:10 a.m. 
EST. 
D ip lo m atic sources said Vance 
believes Jordan’s King Hussein w ill join 
the peace talks at some stage. Although 
the timing is difficult for the Jordanian 
king, the sources said he w ill get fully in­ 
volved despite the opposition of Syria. 


The Soviet Union and Arab nations 
other than Egypt are boycotting the 
parley, but Israeli Prim e Minister Mena- 
hem Begin said Sunday there non­ 
etheless was “ reason for optimism. 


The diplomatic sources also said: 


—President Hafez Assad of Syria will 
not join the Cairo conference, but therfc 
is a possibility he w ill join if the talk* 
were moved to Geneva. 


—Lebanon w ill do what Syria does, 
even though the Lebanese government 
would really like to join the talks.

Police aided by soldiers and local resi­ 
dents today combed the crash site of a 
U S 
Navy reconnaissance plane that 
plunged into a hillside in foggy, rainy 
weather 
“ W e’ve found 13 bodies so far and we 
are told there should be one more.” said 
a police spokesman in Valverde, the 
main town in the island of Hierro, one of 
Spain's Canary Islands in the Atlantic 
Ocean There were no survivors. 
Almost 24 hours after the crash, 
neither the U.S. Embassy in Madrid nor 
the plane’s temporary base at Rota in 
southern Spain had released the official 
number of persons aboard the craft. 
The four-engine turboprop Lockheed 
P-3 Orion, apparently on a training flight 
out of the U S Lajes m ilitary base in the 
Portuguese Azores Islands, smashed into 
a wooded slope Sunday and scattered 
debris for more than 2,000 feet. 
“ The bodies were so badly burned and 
mutilated and the plane so smashed that 
it was difficult to identify where the 
plane cam e fro m ," said a police 
spokesman in Valverde. “ But from the 
boots and the uniforms and a piece of 
burned paper that said ‘Florida’ we 
decided they were Americans.” 
U.S. officials had no immediate details 
on the cause of the crash, but the 
Am erican Em bassy in Madrid said 
m ilitary investigators from the Rota 
Navy Base in southern Spain were flying 
to Hierro today 


A Navy spokesman in Washington said 
the names of the victim s would be 
withheld until relatives were notified 
The plane and crew were permanently 


based in Brunswick, Maine, but Rota had 
been their main overseas base, U.S. of­ 
ficials said. 
The national news agency Cifra said 
the plane, which is built for submarine 
surveillance, was flying at an altitude of 
1,200 feet over Hierro, which is the 
smallest island in the Canaries but has 
peaks reaching 4,200 feet.

Kitchen equipment 
bids sought by LUSD

The Lompoc school board is scheduled 
to authorize Tuesday night district staff 
to seek bids on equipment for the plan­ 
ned $813,000 central kitchen. 
The district estimates that the equip­ 
ment w ill cost about $200,000, but the 
figure may vary: “ Until you get the bid, 
you don't know what it's going to be,” 
Business Manager Joe Carlin said. 
The central kitchem to be located next 
to administration offices on North A 
Street, would provide food services to 
schools throughout the district. 
State Assembly Bill 120 requires all 
public schools to provide one free 
nutritional meal a day to each needy stu­ 
dent, but also to make the lunches 
available to all students at either 
reduced or full cost 
In developments on the temporary cold 
lunch program planned to start as soon 
as possible this year, the personnel office 
says 13 persons from all over the state 
are scheduled to take an exam Saturday 
for the job of Supervisor of Food Ser­ 


vices, to pay between $1,305 and $1,509 
monthly 
The supervisor would direct 
the interim sack lunch program and then 
the central kitchen operation. 


Also, the accounting department says 
that, in response to a survey mailed to 
parents a month ago, 563 fam ilies have 
indicated they are eligible for a free 
lunch. 106 eligible for a reduced-price 
lunch 
The surveys are still being returned to 
the district Carlin also noted that more 
parents would probably respond when 
the cold lunch program becomes ready 
for operation 
According to returned surveys, 473 
fam ilies with elementary students, 64 
with junior high and 23 with senior high 
students plan to take the free lunch For 
the reduced-price lunch, 89 elementary 
fam ilies, nine junior high and eight 
senior high fam ilies returned the survey. 
Though the district cannot estimate 
how many students w ill buy the cold 
lunch when available, it predicts that the 
upcoming hot lunch program w ill serve 
about 5.000 


Prisoner 
hearings 
opened 


SAN D IEG O (U P I) - A parole board 
today opened hearings for dozens of the 
American prisoners repatriated from 
Mexican jails over the week, with the 
expectation the first prisoners w ill be 
released from custody on Tuesday. 


Fifteen more prisoners arrived by bus 
from Tijuana to join the 127 American 
citizens who had been airlifted from 
Mexican prisons to the federal jail in San 
Diego in an unprecedented swap of 
crim inals 


The first of 44 prisoners eligible for im­ 
mediate release were expected on the 
streets by Tuesday. Many other hope to 
be freed by Christmas. 


In clu d ed am ong the p riso n ers 
repatriated today by bus from the La 
Mesa Penitentiary in Tijuana were four 
women More American prisoners from 
M exican ja ils in Ciudad Ju are z , 
Culiacan. Matamoros. Monterrey and 
Hemosillo w ill be airlifted to San Diego 
Friday and Saturday 


One American, who expects to go free 
Tuesday, said he’ll challenge the U S. 
government’s right to keep him under 
parole supervision for 34 months 


Jim Norton, 54, of Los Angeles, con­ 
victed of smuggling cocaine, also said 
many of the 127'Americans repatriated 
with him would join in the challenge 
Norton, who completed four years of a 
seven-year sentence for the drug charge, 
said Sunday he signed a voluntary con­ 
sent to return to the United States, but 
was under pressure to do so. 
“ There’s going to be a hell of a lot of 
people who are going to do it (challenge 
parole provisions),” he said “ You bet 
we were under pressure and you bet we 
were under coercion. 
“ I would have signed that I killed 50 
people to get out of there, that’s what I 
would have done. And everybody else 
would have done the same thing ”

Forced early retirement 
permissible, says court 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court, taking its first look at the new law 
against job discrimination because of 
age, ruled 7-2 today that employees may 
be forced into early retirement under 
benefit plans in effect before the act was 
passed. 
The m ajority opinion by Chief Justice 
Warren Burger said nothing in the law 
suggests that Congress meant to outlaw 
retirement plans worked out in good 
faith prior to passage of the 1967 Age 
Discrimination in Employment Act 
This overturned a finding by the 4th 
U S Circuit Court of Appeals that the

law forbids evasion of its purposes, not 
merely the strict language of the act, 
and employers must show economic or 
business reasons unrelated to age before 
they can deviate from it. 
The law says employers may “ observe 
the terms of a bona fide seniority system 
or any bona fide benefit plan such as a 
retirement, pension or insurance plan 
which is not a subterfuge” for dis­ 
crimination 


There is no showing, Burger said, that 
Congress 
intended 
‘‘to 
re q u ire 
employers to bear the burden of showing 
a business or economic purpose to justify 
bona fide pre-existing plans.” 


“ In ordinary parlance, and in dic­ 
tionary definitions as well, a subterfuge 
is a scheme, plan, strategem or artifice 
of evasion," Burger said, and it must be 
assumed this is the meaning Congress in­ 
tended 


The court, before recessing until Jan 
9. also ruled 6-0 that the rights of an ac­ 
cused rapist in Chicago were violated 
when the victim was asked in a 
“ suggestive manner” to identify him at 
a preliminary hearing where he had no 
attorney 


Justice John Paul Stevens did not par­ 
ticipate 


The court also, in a series of orders: 
—Declined to review the case of three 
scientists who lost their libel suit against 
The New York Times and a National 
Audubon Society official for saying they 
lied about the ef fect of DDT on birds

The smell of politics — if not 
actually that of smoke in the 
back rooms — is in the air as 
the Board of Supervisors gets 
ready for a reorganization ses­ 
sion soon after New Y ear's that 
may bring new yelps of dismay 
from some faction or another 
It's not likely that there will 
be any move to sidetrack Super­ 
visor Robert Kallman in his 
elevation to the chairmanship 
for 1978 He has served as vice- 
chairm an 
under Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher, and the board 
also has the policy of rotating 
the man with the gavel so that 
North and South County super­ 
visors alternate. 
C ounty o fficiald o m still 
remembers, though, the upris­ 
ing a few years back seemingly 
led by North County Super­ 
visors which deprived Super­ 
visor Frank Frost of the chair­ 
manship for a year, and kept 
another South Coast supervisor, 
J a m e s S l a t e r — now a 
Municipal Court judge — from 
ever wielding the gavel. 


The most intriguing appoint­ 
ments hanging fire when the 
board reorganizes Jan 
9. 
however, involve the makeup of 
the Local Agency Formation 
Commission, which rules on an­ 
nexation and incorporation 
m atters. 


T he s itu a tio n 
m ay be 
evaluated as follows: 


—The Board of Supervisors is 
e m p o w ere d to n am e tw o 
regular m em bers to the five- 
member commission and an 


alternate A majority vote in 
January can keep Supervisors 
Robert Hedlund and William 
Wallace, the incumbents, on the 
commission, or it can unseat 
one or both. There is the pos­ 
sibility the board might name 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher to 
the commission to insure Fifth 
D istrict representation now 
lacking. Hedlund, of Lompoc, 
seems bound to fight to keep his 
seat, however, since LAFCO is 
now embarking on a sphere of 
influence study for the city of 
L om poc. 
H edlund 
e a rlie r 
vowed he wouldn't step down 
—Supervisor W allace, of 
Goleta. obviously isn’t ready to 
voluntarily step down because 
his proposal for cityhood for 
Goleta Valley is destined to pop 
up before LAFCO in the coming 
year 
—The City Selection Commit­ 
tee. comprising mayors of the 
five cities, while amenable to 
having th e F ifth D is tric t 
represented by an alternate 
public member — Rita Green, 
of Santa M aria — refused 
earlier this year to displace its 
regular appointees. Lompoc 
C itv C o u n cilm an E u g e n e 
Stevens and Santa B arbara 
Mayor David Shiffman 
Shif­ 
tman has just been reelected 
and can keep serving, while 
Stevens is planning to seek 
reelectio n and if renam ed 
would continue to be eligible 
The m ayors' group hasn't 
show n any in c lin atio n to 
rep lace m em bers such as 
Stevens and Shiffman who have 
been able and diligent and are 
now highly experienced in 
LAFCO work 
But it is con­ 


ceivable — as with Hedlund and 
Wallace — that one or the other 
of them might go to m ake way 
for a Fifth District represen 
tative from Santa M aria City 
Council. 
—Hedlund and W allace were 
named by the Board of Super-

morphine-like substance found 
in a common human gland may 
bring relief for persons suffer­ 
ing pain and narcotic withdraw­ 
al symptoms. 
Drs. C.H. Li and Don Catlin 
said Sunday that preliminary 
trials on five patients indicate 
synthetic 
human 
beta-endor- 
phin, a chemical with opiate 
properties that occur naturally 
in the pituitary gland at the base 
of the brain, may be effective in 
treating such persons. 
A re p o rt said the beta- 
endorphin was synthesized 
chemically by Li. director of 
the Hormone Research Labora­ 
tory at the university’s San 
Francisco campus, and his co­ 
workers 


They discovered the sub­ 
stan ce in cam el p itu itary 
glands a year ago 


Catlin, assistant professor of 
medicine at UCLA and the first 
research er in the nation to 
study the possibility of using 
the substance to counteract 
narcotic withdrawal, released 
the report on the research for a 
medical conference in Puerto 
Rico 


He said he and his associates 
administered the substance in­ 
travenously to three patients 
suffering severe pain from ad­ 
vanced cancer and to two drug 
addicts undergoing withdrawal 
from methadone.

AV wins second straight CIF title 
comeback. Braves taste first defeat, 35-24 
Despite

The Lompoc Braves swallowed a bit­ 
ter pill Friday night, and not even a 
pound of sugar would have made the 
medicine go down. 
To a man, they sat in the locker room 
in disbelief after suffering their first 
defeat in 13 games But the loss was not 
ordinary — it was for the Northwestern 
Conference title. 
Down 29-8 to the Antelope Valley 
Antelopes, 
the Braves 
made a 
remarkable comeback, scoring 16 
points, to close within 5 at 29-24, but the 
Antelopes added insurance late in the 
game and cam e away with the 


Northwestern Conference title, 35-24. 
"We don't have anything to compare 
it to,” said Lompoc’s Mike Warren 
after the loss. " I t ’s the first we’ve lost 
this season and only the second out of 
the last 24 games That’s not all bad.” 
No indeed. 
The Braves’ 12 consecutive victories 
is a school record. 
Two costly turnovers that produced 9 
points was the key to AV’s second 
straight C IF title. The Antelopes were 
the 2-A champs last year 
Fumbles by Pat Fridrich and David 
Aragon, opened the door for AV 
The first fumble came after the 


Braves had secured an 8-0 lead and had 
shut off an AV scoring attempt at the 
Lompoc 3 


Lompoc’s Casey Candaele took the 
opening kick-off, sped down the right 
sideline and was nailed after a 43-yard 
return to the AV 47 


Nine plays later, Candaele ducked 
around left end for an 11-yard touchdown 
run Fridrich ran for the 2-point conver­ 
sion to make it 8-0. Lompoc 


It didn't take long for the Antelope to 
get within scoring distance. 
After the Lompoc kickoff and a 5-yard 
penalty Mike Tolliver found a hole on 
the left side and sprinted 62 yards to the 
Lompoc 3 


A touchdown-saving tackle by 


Aragon was the difference between the 
Braves maintaining their slim lead and 
a possible tie ball game. 
The first 62 seemed easy, but the last 
three were the toughest, so tough AV 
couldn’t score on four tries. 
Three times Tolliver tried to dent the 
Lompoc defensive line and three times 
he was denied. 
AV quarterback Bobby Wayland tried 
to hit tight end Pat McCool, but the 
play was broken up by Aragon and Mike 
Walker 
It was a big lift for the Braves when 
they held and it looked as though they 
took the wind out of the AV sails. 
Taking over on the three, the Braves 
stayed on the ground and moved to 
their own 38, when on a flanker 
reverse. Aragon fumbled at the Lom­ 


poc 42. 
AV fullback Lee D’Errico didn’t 
waste any movement or time on his 42- 
yard touchdown romp. 
The play was a quick trap up the mid­ 
dle and it was sealed off well enough, 
that all D’Errico had to do was pick his 
spots. 
The Antelopes tried to tie the score 
with a PAT pass from Wayland to Mc­ 
Cool, but Walker batted it away to 
preserve the lead. 
The score didn’t phase the Braves as 
they started grinding out the yardage 
on the next series. 
Fridrich ripped off 11 tough yards to 
the Braves’ 20 then Walker got 5. 
The Braves’ offensive line was winn­ 
ing the battle at the line of scrimmage 
as two carries by Fridrich and Can­ 


daele produced another first down at 
the Lompoc 35. 
Fridrich got the call on the fifth play 
of the series and had seven quick yards, 
when he was spun around and lost con­ 
trol of the ball. 
The Antelopes pounced on the ball at 
the Braves 42 and proceeded to drive to 
the Braves 9 where Larry Edwards 
booted a 25-yard field goal for a 9-8 lead 
with 9:59 left in the half. 
The Antelopes held the Braves to 
only 5 yards on the next series in­ 
cluding a key sack of Candaele. 
After Fridrich’s only punt of the 
night, AV took over on their 49.

The Patriots had figured they would 
qualify with victories over Miami and 
Baltimore in their final two games But 
that, it turned out, depended on the Colts 
beating Detroit Sunday 
Ironically, 
Baltimore's loss meant 
nothing to its own playoff chances The 
Colts are now the only team in the AFC 
East that can clinch a playoff berth 
without depending on another team. 
The Colts will reach the playoffs by 
beating New England in Baltimore next 
Sunday 
Miami will reach the playoffs if it 
beats Buffalo Saturday and New England 
defeats Baltimore Sunday 
New England makes it only if Buffalo 
upsets the Dolphins and the Patriots beat 
Baltimore 
The reason it works out that way is the 
N F L ’s complicated formula for deciding 
playoff spots among teams with equal 
records 
Baltimore, Miami and New 
England all have 9-4 records. In the 
event of a tie for the division title. Miami 
has the edge on New England because of 
a better division record while Baltimore 


moves into the playoffs ahead of Miami 
based on their superior conference 
mark 
Only one team from the AFC East can 
qualify for the playoffs because Oakland 
downed Minnesota 35-13 to clinch the 
AFC wild card spot with a 10-3 record 
The defending Super Bowl champion 
Raiders reached the playoffs for the six­ 
th straight season 
” 1 can t believe they let Detroit do 
that.” New England defensive back Bob 
Howard said about the Colts' loss. “ That 
eliminates us We were so happy a few 
minutes ago, but this is no good They 
eliminated us by losing That doesn't 
seem fair.” 
The Patriots’ only hope is for Buffalo 
to upset Miami With all the possibilities, 
New England must rely on one of the 
biggest improbabilities 
Ike Forte and Sam Cunningham each 
capped two long first-period drives with 
1-yard TD runs and New England s 
defense survived Bob Grtese’s second-

At Baltimore, the Colts lost their third 
straight when D e tro it’s Leonard 
Thompson blocked David Lee's punt at 
the 10, picked it up at the two and ran it 
in for a touchdown with nine seconds to 
play 
Detroit Coach Tommy Hudspeth 
called for an 11-man rush on the play 
In Oakland.

Deadline pressures 


It would appear that the city 
of Lompoc is always put in the 
position of having to make up 
its mind in a hurry on major 
projects where state or 
federal funding participation 
is concerned. 


Two recent situations bring 
this to mind. First, the city 
requested a time extension on 
the start of construction of the 
new City Hall complex from 
the federal government. We 
con sid e re d the req ue st 
reasonable in light of the fact 
that the city, in requesting the 
extension, hoped to gain a 
much better bid on the huge 
construction project. 
For what reason, we do not 
know, but the feds decided no. 
The city must put a shovel into 
the ground on a certain date 
and probably at a certain 
time, for all we know. The feds 
merely say that “we have to 
get these projects going.” Full 


speed ahead, damn the 
torpedoes. 
Now last week we find the 
city again forced up against a 
deadline on the Ocean Avenue 
improvements. Because of 
this deadline, the city hurried 
through a resolution last week 
in support of state plans for 
the improvement of the 
Avenue. 
As it turns out, not enough 
input from persons affected 
was apparently heard. 
The Council will now hold a 
public hearing on the issue 
December 20 and, as we un­ 
derstand, changes as a result 
of compromise action can still 
be presented to the state. 
The City Council has in the 
past been extremely careful to 
allow all input to be heard in 
any major or controversial 
project. In this case, deadlines 
took precedent but fortunate­ 
ly, something can still be done 
about it.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson and Les Whitten 
HHH voluntary guinea pig 


WASHINGTON — Just as he has 
dedicated 66 zesty years of living to the 
betterment of the American people, 
Hubert Humphrey is devoting the days of 
his cancer treatment to the medical 
benefit of mankind. 
The undaunted “Happy Warrior” is 
quietly permitting cancer experts to use 
experimental therapy techniques on his 
incurable ailment. 
The ultimate story 
of courage has gone 
modestly unmentioned 
by the Minnesotian 
and 
d is c r e e t ly 
w ithheld from the 
public by his doctors. 
Humphrey 
makes 
the rounds of public 
tribute, drawing tears 
and affectionate ad­ 
m iration w ith the 
tradem arks of his 
career —* ebullience, 
humor, optimism and courage. 
But out of the public limelight the 
form er v ice p resid en t is q uietly 
reporting to the National Cancer In­ 
stitute to undergo uncomfortable and 
novel therapy. 
After removal of a cancerous bladder 
in October 1976. Humphrey could have 
opted for a plush VIP suite at Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center or Bethesda 
Naval Hospital and been spared anguish 
by shots of morphine and similar pain­ 
killers 
Instead. Humphrey deliberately chose 
to become a sort of guinea pig for 
researchers at the National Cancer In­ 
stitute He was aware that his form of 
bladder cancer and how it spreads is far 
less understood than the more prevalent 
lung and prostate cancers. 
The primary purpose of the doctors at 
the institute is assuredly to prolong 
Humphrey’s life But they can also study 
the course of bladder cancer in a living 
victim and how the disease responds to 
two innovative chemotherapy treat­ 
ments Both treatments are still highly 
experimental 
One requires the taking of an oral 
chem otherapy agent, Hexam ethyl- 
melamine As a side effect, it causes 
fatigue, nausea and severe loss of ap­ 
petite but Humphrey gamely reports for 
his treatments. The treatment has been 
more widely used in Europe than in the 
United States. 
By an unusual coincidence, Humphrey 
once sponsored and helped get through 
the Senate an aid program to allow Hex- 
amethylmelamine to be tested in Egypt. 
Humphrey also takes another ex­ 
p e r im e n ta l drug know n in th e 
laboratories as “5-FU.” It must be in­ 
jected directly into an artery and one 
researcher told us “ it hurts " The un­ 
pleasant and painful treatment has rare­ 
ly been used in cancer cases such as 
Humphrey’s and one scientist predicted 
the data he is providing unquestionably 
will be useful in helping future victims of 
bladder cancer.

At a dinner in his honor recently, 
Humphrey made a fleeting reference to 
the physical toll the chemotherapy has 
taken. He mentioned having gone 
th rou gh 10 d a y s of “ in te n s iv e 
chemotherapy which has just about 
knocked me for a loop” but cheerfully 
added it helped him ‘‘get enough 
strength to be with you tonight.” 
Members of the institute research 
team working with Humphrey speak of 
his valiant help in awed and poignant 
respect Some compare his willingness 
to be a guinea pig to the tradition of 
Major Walter Reed’s volunteers who 
allowed themselves to be infected with 
yellow fever to prove that the killer dis­ 
ease was carried by the anopheles 
mosquito 
"He's just a fighter,” one worker said 
of Humphrey. “ He’s a fighter in every 
aspect of his character, even including 
this one " 


COMPUTER SECURITY: The U.S. 
government is finally getting around to 
safeguarding its 10,000 computers which 
handle billions of dollars in federal 
funds 
A Senate investigation a year ago 
showed that there were no security 
precautions to prevent a crim inal 
mastermind from getting access to the 
computers The electronic brains blink 
out orders for Treasury payments to 
farmers, welfare and Social Security 
recipients, 
colleges and 
government 


projects of every description. The Senate 
probe found only the CIA and the 
Defense Department ran background 
checks on people hired as computer 
programmers. It was “open sesam e” in 
every other department and agency. 
Now, at last, the White House has been 
sparked into action. The Office of 
Management and Budget is reviewing 
com puter security throughout the 
federal establishment. An OMB official 
told us that tighter regulations will be 
forthcoming soon. 
On C apitol H ill, Sen. Abraham 
R ibicoff, 
D-Conn., has introduced 
legislation to deal with potential com­ 
puter swindles and thefts. The measure, 
which has powerful bipartisan support, 
would set up stiff penalties for computer 
crimes and make it a federal offense to 
tamper with an government computer. 
Interestingly, Ribicoff’s proposed bill 
w o u ld 
in c lu d e 
c o m p u te r s 
a t 
Leavenworth penitentiary where in­ 
mates are being trained on machines 
that distribute payments to the soil bank 
program, the Commodity Credit Cor­ 
poration and approximately 20 projects 
involved in disaster relief funds. 
A spokesman for Federal Prison In­ 
dustries told us security at Leavenworth 
is excellent. He said there have been no 
instances of a graduate from the federal 
prison using his newly acquired craft to 
commit a computer crime Indeed, a 
number of ex-convicts have been hired 
by large private firms.

Milton Friedman has complained, in a 
recent interview with the New York 
Times, of the “bums” to describe boys 
and girls who chant anti-Friedman 
objurgation, swing signs and placards 
calling him a fascist and other brotherly 
things, he gives fresh life to a word used 
by President Nixon to 
d escrib e the sam e 
kind of people. 
One must suppose 
that the continued 
t o le r a t io n o f 
M r. 
Friedman's tormen­ 
tors (they never seem 
to be arrested, or sent 
to jail l traces to the 
odor of sanctity given 
out by protesters as a 
class, who are thought 
to be in the tradition of

mobilized 
who were responsible for 
ending the war in Vietnam so that the 
North V ietn a m e se cou ld get on 
peaceably with the job of enslaving their 
southern neighbors 
Now here is what Professor Milton 
Friedman did to earn all this. In the spr­ 
ing of 1975, at the invitation of a Chilean 
bank, he and two other economists 
traveled to Chile where they observed 
what was going on, met with the presi­ 
dent and his advisers, and gave public 
lectures on the role of the free market 
and monetarist policy in alleviating the 
economic mess in Chile inherited from 
Allende Shortly after he returned from 
Chile, Professor Friedman answered in 
the Wall Street Journal a criticism 
directed at him by a fellow economist 
Friedman pointed out that he had said 
exactly what he wished to say, including 
his criticism of all authoritarian policies 
whether economic or political; that what 
he had said had been fully reported even 
in a press at that time substantially con­ 
trolled; and — here is a point too subtle 
to be weighed by the sloganeers who 
chase Mr. Friedman about — he made 
the historical point tht wherever 
economic freedom is encouraged, human 
rights tend to prosper 
What Mr. 
Friedman was saying was: Follow my 
economic policies, and soon you will find 
that you have lapsed into freedom. 
These points seemed conclusive at the 
time, but the protesters were not, of 
course, appeased, and the next year they 
cropped up in Stockholm where Milton 
Friedman, the most important living 
economist, appeared to receive the 
Nobel Prize It occurred to many that 
the protesters were less inflamed by 
Friedman's trip to Chile, than by 
Friedman himself It is easier to draw 
attention to your disagreements with 
Milton Friedman by calling him a fascist 
in a public assembly, than it is to argue 
with his policies, an insight that oc­ 
curred more or less simultaneously to 
the bums and to the professorsof 


economics who deplored Friedman's 
visit to Chile. 
Is this ideological paranoia? Weigh the 
meaning of the following: 
Recently 
Professor Friedman was invited by 
another bank — the state-controlled bank 
— to visit Yugoslavia and to speak there. 
"I said exactly the same thing that I said 
in Chile and that I say in the United 
S ta te s.” said F riedm an; and no 
criticism resulted. Why? Because Tito 
is a dictator of the left, while Pinochet is 
a dictator of the right. And what most oi 
the chanters and protesters want isn’t 
human freedom, but state socialism. 
Friedman went on to point out that 
protesters are strangely effective, even 
though they seldom succeed in aborting 
any single meeting “There is no doubt 
that if I know I’m going to face an 
episode like this. I'll be more reluctant 
to accept an invitation to give a speech 
Moore important, the people who offer 
invitations will be more reluctant to of­ 
fer ” 
Is there a solution? It is safer to use 
the word "approach ” Where dissenters 
actually interfere with the speaker, by I 
making it difficult for hs audience to 
hear what he says, the answer is yes: 
The dissenters should be arrested and 
charged with conspiracy to deny civil 
rights If legislation to accomplish that 
purpose is not available, Senator 
Hayakawa should fine tune the 1965 civil 
rights act 
Where the difficulty arises is in the 
silent, visual protest that technically 
doesn't interfere with the speaker.I 
rem em ber speaking at an upstate 
college in New York when, at the 
analytical clim acteric six students 
walked silently into the auditorium 
carrying pickets denouncing me, my 
views, and my mother, and paraded 
around the audience. That my voice 
could still technically be heard was 
ir r e le v a n t. 
P ic k e tin g in sid e an 
auditorium should be forbidden, and 
could be, without offense to the first 
amendment 
On a personal note, it is enraging to 
think that someone as tenderly con­ 
cerned about human rights as Milton 
Friedman should be made the victim of 
such thoughtless obloquy. If the children 
of these protesters live in a free society, 
they will owe this as much to Milton 
Friedman as to any other man alive

In Washington 
by Martha Angle 
and Robert Walters 
Equal 
treatment 
for ERA 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - In the 
heat of any great struggle, it is always 
tempting to say that everything which 
can be done to enhance the prospects for 
victory should be done. 
It ain’t necessarily so, as the current 
battle over ratification of the Equal 
Rights Amendment rather painfully il­ 
lustrates. 
For those who sup­ 
port the ERA, and we 
num ber o u r se lv e s 
among them, it is vir­ 
tually unthinkable that 
t h i s 
l a s t 
g r e a t 
American civil rights 
crusade should fail. 
“Equality of rights 
under the law shall not 
be denied or abridged 
by the United States or 
by any State on ac­ 
count of sex.” 
There it is, in its entirety — the 
sentence which has precipitated one of 
the most baffling and bitter political con­ 
flicts of this century. 
Congress approved the ERA in 1972, 
and 35 states have by act of their 
legislatures ratified it in the years since 
But three more are needed by March 
1979 if the amendment is to become part 
of the Constitution. 
And ERA has fallen upon hard times 
It has become the prime target of 
millions of Americans, both male and 
female, who view it as a symbol of unset­ 
tling and frightening change in the social 
status quo 
With ferocious and emotional lobbying, 
opponents of the ERA have stopped the 
ratification drive in its tracks. 
Sup­ 
porters of the amendment are understan­ 
dably frustrated and fearful that the 
dream of 50 years may turn into a night­ 
mare 
That is why Rep Elizabeth Holtzman. 
D-N Y , 
others in the congressional 
women's caucus and the leadership of 
the National Organization of Women 
(NOW) are asking Congress to extend 
the deadline for ratification for another 
seven years 
The Carter administration supports 
the extension The Justice Department, 
and a bevy of other distinguished con­ 
stitutional lawyers, say Congress has the 
right to do it 
There are those who dis­ 
agree. of course, but in all probability 
the Justice Department is correct. It can 
be done. 
But should it be done? That is another 
matter indeed, a question which has 
become a source of growing anguish to 
many in the woman’s movement. 
The 
only fair answer has to be “ no.” 
Every constitutional am endm ent 
adopted in the last 50 years, starting with 
the infamous Prohibition Amendment of 
1917, carried with a seven-year deadline 
for ratification by the states. 
Prior to 1917, Congress had set no 
deadlines for ratification of amend­ 
ments. Yet the longest period that ever 
elapsed between the proposal of a con­ 
stitutional amendment by Congress and 
ultimate ratification by three-fourths of 
the states was 3 years and 11 months — 
for the 22nd Amendment, guaranteeing 
citizens of the District of Columbia the 
right to vote in presidential elections. 
Opponents of ERA, led by the ever- 
voluble Phyllis Schlafly of Illinois, are 
apopletic over the attempt to persuade 
Congress to extend the ratification 
deadline 


With considerable justification, they 
charge that such a step would amount to 
changing the rules of the game in mid- 
play. 


Rep Holtzman and her allies sincerely 
believe the extension on legislation of­ 
fers the last best hope of saving the 
ERA 
Perhaps they are right, given the 
current political climate in the states 
which have not yet ratified the amend­ 
ment 


Yet. it doesn’t seem fair. There is still 
a chance to win ratification in the neces­ 
sary three additional states before the 
March 1979 deadline originally set by 
Congress. It won’t be easy, but it is not 
impossible. 


And if it fails — so be it. 
Everyone 
knew the rules when Congress first pas­ 
sed the ERA, and those rules said 
ratification must come within seven 
years 
Even for the best of causes, 
changing those rules now would be 
wrong.
